1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 11 March 2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 13-18 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 13, 15, and 17 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose or 
suggest a signal processing method, signal processing circuit, and signal recording 
and regenerating apparatus subjecting a regeneration signal to an equalizing 
process including the convolution of (k - s*D), where k ^ s, k > 3, and s > 2, as 
presented in the environment of claims 13, 15, and 17. It is noted that the closest 
prior art, Triceps, shows equalizing using including the convolution of (2 - D). 
However, Triceps fails to disclose or suggest subjecting a regeneration signal to an 
equalizing process including the convolution of (k - s*D), where k ^ s, k > 3, and s > 
2, as claimed.
